NaSHVILLE, Noy. 18.—The Legislature has 
not yet initiated any movemeut looking to the 
enfranchisement of the proscribed whites, aad 
there is very little reason to hope that such 
measure can pass the present session, consider- 
ing the material cemposing that body. 

The principal business to be transacted be- 
fore adjournment, which will probably take 
plaee about Christmas, bears on the railroads 
ef the Sfate. There is no doubt whatever that 
a bill will be passed authorizing the sale of 
those roads which have not pald the interest 
due the State. 

It is also known that notwithstauding the 
immense debt owed by the State, and the 
failure to pay the Jaly interest until a few 
weeks ago, large issuca of igoiua are 2CY*:: 
theless to be authorized before adjournment. 
The roads in East Tennessee want nearly two 
millions and the roads in the Western section 
of the State will also get liberal aid. The 
Knoxville and Kentucky road will come ia for 
the largest share. Those who are putting 
these schemes through keep them very quiet, 
asthe people are becoming every day more 
impatient under the excessive taxation. 

Brownlow has again positively refused to 
fil a vagancy inthe Supreme Court by an ap- 
pointment recommended by most of’ the lead- 
ing Radicals in East Tennessee. The General 
Assembly is preparirg to compe! him to do so. 
The breach between him and those who are 
anxious to control affairs when he goes to 
the United States Senate is daily growing 
wider: 

In Blount county, on Sunday,’a man named 
Rhea, while laboring under delirium tremens, 
fatally shot his wife, and then killed himself. 

Neor Huntsville, Alabama, on Monday night, 
an old man named Williamson Smith was 
taken from his house and hung by some dis- 
guised parties. Smith had recently been tried 
for murder, and was acquitted. 

On Saturday night a body of men rode into 
Florence, Alabama, and proceeding to the 
house of a negro named Ellis, forced the door 
open and shot bim dtad. What offense the 
negro was guilty of is not known. 

Governor Brownlow through the Knox- 
ville Whig has commenced what is really a 
war of extermination aguinst the few remain- 
ing rebels left in East Tennessee, In the last 
issue the following language is used: ‘‘Every 
such man, like every tory of the war of Inde- 
pendence, finds himself among neighbors 
whom he lately wronged. He is an object of 
hatred and he knows it. More than that, he 
is among bosts of cnemies, and therefore help- 
less.”” 

In the Fourth District, Tillman, the Repub- 
lican candidate tor Congress, has received the 
certificate. Sheafe, Democrat, had 850 major- 
ity on a square vote; but, after the election 
was over, there were just enough votes thrown 
out to declare Tillman elected.

The Civil Service. 

A special telegram to the New York 
Times, sent from Washington wi hin tae 
last week intimates that Gen. Gratit will 
not hold himself bound to retain in the 
Government service any of the appointzes 

Mr. Lincoln and Mr. !Johnson, but on 
the contrary, that he will begin his admin - 
istration by a wholesome regimen of dis” 
missals, beginning with the present cabi- 
net and not ending short of the collectors 
and assessors of revenue in the various 
States of the Union North and South. 

There is but one way to get rid of a can- 
cer, and that is to cut it out. There is but 
one way to get rid of proud flesh or any 
excrescence, and that is to use the knife. 
All parties agree that the true source of 
corruption and political rottenness is the 
love of office. If reform and peace are to be 
the watchwords of the new administration, 
the werk of cleaning out the Augean sta- 
bles of Washington must commence by a 
thoreugk reorganization and a general 
overhauling of the civil and diplomatic 
service of the country. The lust of office is 
the great curse of the land. Public office has 
long been the hope and desire of politicians 
of all parties. Patriotism now is a lively 
sense of an office in perspective. When 
nce obtained it is regarded simply as a 
means of feathering the nest of the occu- 
pant, while the disch@tge of its duties be- 
comes a secondary consideration. Capacity 
and integrity have hitherto weighed noth- 
ing against political influence and “rings.” 
The lobby is the power behind the throne, 
and a membership of some particular 
“ring” the necessity to al] wanting preter- 
ment. The days when the office sought 
the man are now numbered among the 
fogy ideas of an obsolete regime. The 
fruit of this is the present state of 
unperalieled extravagance and dishonesty. 
Every day the papers are filled with offi. 

cial frauds of more or less magnitude. The 
public ear has become dull and the public 
honor blunted by these constant drippings 
ot fraud. The tone of our morals as a 
people has become so low and so debased 
tbat the man who does not use his money 
cr other people’s freely to insure his elec- 
tion to a coveted office, and then use the 
office for his own profit, irrespective of the 
interest of the Government, is regarded as 
little better then a fool. Official integrity 
of character has become a thing of the 
past. The retirement of an officelolder 
without having “made a good thing of it” 
is looked upon now as & want of common 
sense. It is gratifying to note the fact that 
the press of the country is beginning to 
see the imperative necessity of an immedi- 
ate reform of all of this, and the placing of 
the civil and diplomatic service of the 
country upon such a footing that the busi- 
ness of the people may be transacted more 
economically and conscientiously by its 
public servants than it has been of late 
years. 

The first step, then, which is requisite to 
effect the desired reform is to make the 
offices tenable during good behavior, and 
to require a strict and high standard of c1- 
pacity and integrity. Under this law a 
man getting an office would be deprived of 
the incentive to rascality he now is tempt- 
ed with, by reason of the shortness of his 
term and his uncertain tenure of office. 
Then he would feel himself provided for 
for life, and his position dependent 
upon himself alone. Now he knows 
that he is liable to be turned out 
any day,and almost certainly will ‘at the 
expiration of the administration with which 
he maycome into office. Therefore he 
reasons this way: “I have log-rolled and 
lobbied myself into a fat thing, and, d—n 
it, I'l] make it pay me, for I don’t want to 
lose any money by the speculation. In 
four years I shall be unfit for anything 
else, and so I will make enough todo me 
for the restof my, life while I can, and as 
for the interest of the country, patriotism— 
bah! that’s played out. I'll not be such an 


ass as to leave this snug berih at the end 


of four years with empty pockets, and with 
life to commence again. No sir, Il am not 
an old horse, to be turned out on the com- 
mons to eke out a scanty subsistence the 
rest of my life, after a life of drudgery in 
the public service; there is no money in 
that.” 

It is the plain duty of the next admminis- 
tration to reform this. Let the present in- 
cumbents who are honest and capable be 
retained and promoted either by seniority 
or for extraordinary efficiency and merit. 
The men in the civil service of the Gov- 
ernment will then begin to feel a pride in 
their positions and feel that they heave “a 
The same 
rule should apply to the diplomatic service, 
but of all the ministers, secreiarics, at- 
tachee, and consuls sent abroad by every 
administration the lack of proper educa- 
tion and training has been paiufully evi- 
dent. Their deplorable want of knowledge 
of the language of the country to which 
they are sent, combined with their lack of 
information about the habits, customs, 
history, and resources of the peopl: 
among whom they are representing us, has 


made the United States diplomatic service 


a by-word and a laughing stock at the 


courts of Europe and elsewhere; while 


their social] gaucheries and want of good 
breeding has led them into all sorts of ridic- 
ulous contretemps and blunders. Our 
“Flijah Pograms” and “Jefferson Bricks’’ 
abroad make us blush for our representa- 
tives. How many obscure local politicians 
with the manners of a Yahoo have been 
commissioned and sent abroad to shock 
and disgust refined people whom their dip- 
lomatic position throw them with? 

The civil and diplomatic service properly 
reorganized would open an admirable field 
for the youth and talent of the country, 
which is now exercising itself in “rings” 
and local politics. For instance, take a 
young man of good sense, manners and 
culture, and put him on the lowest round 
of the diplomatic or civil ladder, and he 
will rise to the top justas surely as an 
officer of merit will in the army or navy. 
If he has brains and energy he 
will succeed, provided he _ behaves 
himself; if not, he must give way to 
men who will feel a pride and an ambition 
in the service and a determination to make 
a career for themselves. By all means, 
then, let these two broad avenues for merit 
be opened, and the two services, if possi- 
ble, rendered respectable. As they are 
now, they are simply regarded as stables 
in which are to be temporarily stalled the 
draft horses and fancy stock of the po- 
litical turf, and the party fossils and old 
public functionaries of the country.

Grant’s Salary. 
No sooner is Grant's success announced 


then his superserviceable organs unite | 


very generally in the recommendation to 
raise the President’s salary from its pres- 
ent somina] amount of twenty-five thou- 
and dollars to a hundred thousand. Un- 
doubtedly their object is to commend themj 
selves t6 him, with the expectation that 
“thrift will follow fawning.” 

We think it not at all unlikely that the 
Radical Congress, which doesn’t seem to 
be at all better than the Radical press, will 
adopt the suggestion. But how absurd the 
adoption of it, under present circumstances, 
would be! The President's nominal sal- 
ary of twenty-five thousand dollar is not 
the whole, or much more, if any, than half 
of the whole, of the money paid to him by 
the people. He occupies the Presidential 
mansion free of rent. It is warmed and 
kept in repair without charge to him. The 
whole furniture is provided by the people- 
The wages of all his employes are paid out 
of the public money. His extensive and 
luxuriant garden, from which his table is 
chiefly supplied, is taken care of by a pub- 
lic gardener, receiving a compensation 
from the Government. And, during every 
session of Congress, extra appropriations 
are made every few weeks for his benefit. 
The money paid to the President has al- 
ways been ample. Fillmore, Pierce, Bu- 
cehanan, Lincoln, all grew rich in the Pres- 
idential office, and Johnson will retire 
from it many thousands of dollars richer 
than he went into it. 

Ig this a time to increase the President's 
salary? His newspaper creatures say that 
bis salary should be increased four-fold be- 
cause money has depreciated since the 
time when the salary was fixed. But do 
they propose that the salaries of the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, the foreign ministers 
and consuls, the members of Congress, al! 
the hundreds of thousan:s of officers of the 
Government should be four-folded too? 
They would not dare to propose anything 
of the kind, and yet is not the depreciation 
of money as hard a thing upon all the other 
officers of Government a3 it is upon the 
President? 


Taxes. 

Our people are now realizing, with terri- 
ble distress, the fact that they are subjected 
to a far heavier and more crushing taxation 
than the inhabitants of any other nation or 
people, civilized or barbarian, upon the sur- 
face ofthe globe.

horrid extravagance ever known in history 

To fully understand, to entirely realize, 
the amount of money raised by. taxation 


Pand expended in this country since Radi- 


calism has had all the power of the Gov- 
ernment in its hands, each person should 
consider that one-third of his whole prop- 
erty and one-third of his whole earnings at 
his hard daily labor are mortgaged to the 
Federal Government, and that all his prop- 
erty can and will be seized if the taxes are 
not regularly paid on demand—paid far 
more regularly than he can ever hope to 
collect any debt from his creditors. If he 
owns a dwelling-house, one-third of it is 
claimed by the Government, and so with 
the warehouse, the ship, the steamboat, or 
the farm. Wherever there is property of 
any kind there is terrible taxation, the only 
exception being in favor of the bloated, 
purse-proud, puffing, wheezing, gouty bond- 
holders. 

Not only property, but labor, daily toil, 
is oppressed by an uncridurable taxation. 
One-third of every dime earned by the 
poor man, who is working early and work- 
ing late, working with all the energies of 
his perhaps most unhappy life to support 
his wife, his mother, and his little ones, is 
seized by the tax-gatherer. The laborers 
and their families starve, they are cold, in 
order that the aristocracy may be pam- 
pered. 


Cur Indian Affairs. 

Colonel Tappan, in his Indian report, 
cslis the attention of the American Govern- 
ment and people to a striking fact in re- 
gard to the administration of Indian affairs 
by our officials. He says that since the 
meeting of the Indian Commissioners in 


| Chicago he has been at the Canadian capi- 


taland carefully examined the Canadian 
records on the administration of Indian 
affairs, and that the results confirm his sct- 
ticd convictions, created by a long resi- 
dence of his own in the Indian country, 
that the Indians are the casiest people in 
the werld to get along with if common jus- 
tice is done them or any spirit of concilia- 
tion or kindness exhibited toward them. 
He asks: Who ever heard of an Indian 
war or of Indian outrages in Canada, or 
auywhere in British America?” 

Certainly no one ever has heard of such 
things, and we are pretty strongly im- 
pressed with the belief that Col. Tappan as 
signs the true reason tor our troubles. The 
Indians in Canada are subject to the gen- 
eral laws of the country, just as white men 
are. The Government does not commit 
the blunderand the absurdity of treating 
them as independent nations and tribes and 
make treaties with them for the benefit of 
white speculators, rogues, and rascals, It 
is well worth the inquiry whether we had 
not better try to learn a little wisdom from 
our Canadian neighbors. 

What a tremendous amount of money 
and what an appalling loss of blood our 
Indian affairs have cost us since we have 
had Indian affairs on our hands! If it is 
chiefly the fault of our Government, the 
Government policy should be changed ut- 
terly. If itis the fault of the Indians, they 
should be exterminated. Matters have 
gone on in their — course ene enough,

SALT RIVER RGAD. 


A Mede! Kentucky ky Farm as Scen by 
New sian. 

One of the editors of the New Albeny 
Ledger spent ble time last Sanday in rambling 
ap and down the famous and ominous Sait 
river road, which has thé honor of being in- 
cluded im the dominion of old Kentucky. The 
editor aforesaid regaies his readers with the 
following narration of what he thought and 
saw during hie trip on the highway: 


While our friends of the Louisville press are 
paying Sunday visits to Naw Albany, and enlignht- 
ening their readers as to matters and things in 
this goodly little city of ours, we spent a few 
ours vesterday in Kentucky. We had been in- 
formed by Radicals that it was the boupden duty 
of each and every Democrat to take a trip up Salt 
river. Though we of Floyd connty and the Second 
Co 


District could not exactly see the 
matter tm that fight. we concluded to comprom|se 
matters with the Grantites by taking 4 drive a few 
wiles down the Salt river road. a pilgrimage 
which, being @ pious one, wae undertaken and 
duly performed on sesterday, the sabvath day. 
True, we did not see Sali river, and cao give no 
information tm regard to the navigation of ti: 
far famed stream. The Salt river road, howeve:, 
is a fair enough turnpike, in good weather, and gve 
would advise the acores of defeated Radical can- 
didates in this region to take that route to 8al 
river when they do go, which ought to be soon. 
The ns along the Salt river road is very 
thickly popniated, there being houses of one sort 
or another every few hundred yards, to the dis- 
tence of some fifteen or twenty talles from Louis- 
ville. Thestaples of this region of country appear 
to be “garden sase”’ for the Louisville market, corn 
nnd grass. there being little or no wheat sown on 
the line of the road. There are many good-sized 
country mensions, a few new and pretty cottag: 3.

Some ten miles from Louisville we were hailed 
the famfliar voice of a former citizen of Néw 
Allany. He demanded to know what we were 
doing there, and we inturn avked bim what he 
was doing there. He said in reply thet he had 
sold out his possessions in New Albany, and pur- 
chased a farm. near Knob creek In Floyd county, 
and that be hed that morning come over on the 
new ferry established at the mouth of Kuob creek. 
On further alent heed that the Cane Ran 
turnpike remy pad purchased a ilttle ferry- 
beat, a put it In A sae of Mr. John Loew, 
who had agreed to keep It ranaing for t* years, 
tm the Sone of attracting the trade of Harrison 
county (and of Floyd) to Louisville, by 
that route. were told that +t distan 
from the erry. landing to Loutsvilie was 20 
reater than to New Albany, that in bad weather 
wice as m ‘e@uld be hauled at a load as over 
the dirt road on the Indiana side, yon that even 
now, though the roads are ,ac erable

There are some very fine farms on the Salt. river 
road, and ag ood farming, but also, we fear, 
me . bly one of the finest, farms 
within a range Ape fiteen or twenty rmlies of Louls- 
ville is that of Mr. Pau! Villier, who resides about 
fourteen miles from Louisville, and whose place 
fronts hoth on the turnpike and the Ohto river.

THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY.

No premier hag ever 
had such an extraordinary run Sf iack as hag 
been his, in this way, By the death of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, which occurred on 
Wednesday, the most valuable Chureh ap- 
peintm@:: in the kingdom falls into Mr. 
Disraeli’s handa, r. ley, the late 
Primate, was 74 years old. He was a good 
man, of considerable learning, of digalicl 
cuce, and a believer tn letting thi ngs ¢ aioe, 
was extremely adverse to dealine 
with Church questions bro. zit 
' him for decision; and the growth of 
ritualism. must be ascribed, in a great measure, 
to his temporizing policy. The name and 
titles of this prelate were “The Ri: zht Hon. 
anc Most Rev. Charles Thomas Lonzie , D.D., 
| Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, Primate of 
All England, and Metropolitan.’”” He was the 
| fifth son of Mr. John ‘Longley, Recorder of 
Rochester, and magiat.ate of the Thames 
| Palice court. He was educated at Christ 
| Church, Oxford; was for a while a tutor; and 
Was ordained priest in 18519. His first curacy 
was that of Cowley, Oxon, which he obtained 
in 1819. From 1329 until 1836 he was head- 
gy er nr 9 oa be in the latter year 
was elevated to the iscopal bench, as 
the Bishop of Ri:-son. He aaheontentty’ be- 
came Bishop of Durham; and on the death of 
Archbishop Musgrave, in 1360, he was trans 
lated to York. In 1862, on the death of Arch- 
bishop Sumner, hé was raised to the Metro- 
politan See and the Primacy. The Primate, 
by virtue of his office, is a member of the 
Privy Couneil, and he’ has also other hig’:

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OUT OF WATER. 
Effect of a Day’s Thirsting upon Our 
Community. # 


The announcement that the main pipe con- 
nection at the Water-works had been effected 
Tuesday afternoon turned out to have been 
premature. Owing tosome cause unknown to 
the public, the pipe attachment was not made, 
as expected. The consequences were startling 
and ridiculous. During night before last the 
water was shut off from the pipes leading into 
the city, apd our rose yes- 
terday morning to find their  hy- 
drante as dry as 80 many powder-horns. Most 
of the water consumers had been in blissful 
igporanee of the pipe work in progress, and 
were therefore taken wholly unawares by the 
famine. Bewilderment seized all of the un- 
posted when they made the discovery, or rath- 
er when they failed to discover the usual flow 
of water. Cooks were ina stew, housewives 
broiled, and amiable husbands and big broth- 
ers frothed over the late breakfasts 
consequent upon the water fallure. In 
the boarding-houses and hotels _ the 
consternation obaffied § all description. 
Anger was depicted upon every lodger’s 
phiz ae he tried in vain to squeeze 
from bis pitcher water enough to make his 
usual ante-breakfast ablution, and when with 
unwached visage he repaired to the table, he 
was horrified to see that the decanters were 
empty. Those who had the hardihood to eat 
at all did so at the risk of quictly choking half 
to death, and they only saved themselves by 
diluting their provender with something 
stronger but not so plentiful as watcr. It can 
readily be imagined that the water famine ex- 
tended to the bar-rooms, and made sad havoc 
among their habitues. To be sure the old 
iron-clad topers didn’t care a fig whether or 
not water was forthcoming; it is with them a 
notoriously unpopular beverage. But the 
moderate imbibers, so-called, and those dram- 
iste who find it next to impossible to forego 
their morning toddy or cocktail, experienced 
mo very agreeable sensations in “taking it 
raw.’’ Upon tde great middie class of bibhers 
the effect was singularly marked. They 
mostly turned up im the Police Court on 
the stereotyped charge of ‘drunk and 
disorderly,”” and either went thence to 
the workhouse for a season or planked 
down the usual fine and staggered home to 
wait for the “pure and sparkling water’ to 
work out their salvation. Laundresses, too, 
were in a maze of astonishment at the unwork- 
able fix of their hydrants. It wasa thatter of 
dollars and cents to them, and hence the more 
serious. They said and did many odd things 
as they looked upon their mountain piles of 
soiled linen and waterless tubs, and remem- 
bered that one of their chief washing-days was 
speeding away unimproved, and that vehe- 
ment “‘biessings’’ were in store for them 
wherever they had a patron. Our large manu- 
facturing establishments, which had been 
on short water rations sinee Sat- 
urday, were thrown entirely ont of 
operation, and great was the masterly 
inactivity. Bath-houses closed doors, and 
their fastidious customers had to go unclean 
for a day, much to their disgust. In fine, ‘‘no 
water’ resounded from all parts of the city, 
and the inconvenience was universal. Water 
will stream through all the arteries of the 
town this morning, and the mighty liquid will 
be doubly appreciated after its temporary 
failure. 


RURAL DEPREDATIONS. 


Heavy Losses by the Farmers and Gar- 
deners Near the City. 


Of late we have heard innumerable com- 
plaints about the depredations nightly com- 
mitted upon the farms and gardens in the 
neighborhood of Louisville. There does not 
seem to be any concerted rascality of this kind, 
but it is clear that an uncommonly large num- 
ber of rogues from the city maké iicuidiodl| 
on their own hook into the adjacent farming 
districts. In this way the honest, hard-toiling 
country folk suffer heavy losses every night. 
Both whites and blacks go upon these ma- 
rauding expeditions. 

As a general thing they manaze their raids 
with great secresy, but occasionally they are 
detected. One night this week a gardener not 
far from this cliy discovered a party of white 
women in his potato ground, hoeing and bag- 
g the esculents at a fine rate. He ap- 
proached on the double-quick, and rather more 
forcibly than elegantly remonstrated with the 
women, when one of them, Amazon- like, 
struck him over the head with a hoe, breaking 
the handle of that implement, and raising a 
protuberance larger than. the biggest 
potato in the patch upon the 
good man’s devoted cranium. The ungentle 
females then tucked their crinoline, shoulder- 
ed their bags, and put out for town, leaving 
their victim with corporal and financial inju- 
ry added to flagrant insult. In _ the 
name of all that is just, are the 
authors of such outrages to go 
unpunished? They are repeated night after 
night, and the country people are 
impotent themsclves to avert them. 
Without some = special police help 
from the county authorities, these fa:m 
robberies will go on with impunity. A force 
of patrolmen for duty upon the highways out- 
side the city, as we have before insisted, is 
indispensable to the security of a large and 
useful class of our tax-paying fellow-citizens. 
We hope the matter will be seriously canvass- 
ed and acted upon by the proper officials at 
an early day.

Cases for the Criminal! 
Court. 


Two Mere 


In the City Court yesterday, two cases of 
malicious stabbing were tried. The first was 
that of Mand Sinclair against Henry, alias 
James Crull. It was stated by the plaintiff 
that she entered .her room, at the house of 
Fanny Wells, on Hancock street, between 
Marthall and Green, about 12 o’clock Tues- 
day night, and the defendant Crull, who had 
been concealed behind the bed, sprang at her 
with a knife gleaming in his hand, and inflict- 
ed two wounds upon her person, one in the 
meck, the other iu the abdomen. He 
then continued’ the assault with 
the evident purpose of cutting her jugular, 
but ehe kept him at bay by her struggles and 
cries until the inmates of the house came to 
her rescue. It was a case of rejection on the 
part of the woman and jealousy on the part of 
the assassin. They had up to that time been 
on terms of intimacy for about ten months. 
The idea of being jilted by his fair cyprian 
turned his love into hate, and under that pas- 
sion he become perfectly reckless. He isa 
very sorry specimen of his kind—slothfal and 
generally vagrant-looking to a repulsive de- 
gree, while she is one of the few stylish and 
rather handsome creatures of her infamous 
calling, but has withal a  dare-devil 
manner and sinister eye. She was not 
seriously hurt in the affray. The libertine 
prisoner was required to give $500 bail to 
anewer the charge of malicious stabbing. He 
will be tried at the prescnt term of the viet- 
nal Court. 

The second case was that of John Nagel 
-against Chas. Baker, George Merker and 
George Blumer. On the night of the 2d inst., 
these parties had a rencounter at a ball given 
in Merker’s house, corner of Seventeenth and 


stabbed, and the three men above named 
were accused of the deed. It appearing that 
Merker and Blumer had no complicity in the. 
affray, they were discharged, and Baker was 
held to answer before the Criminal Court in 
the penal sum of $400. 


Another Lunatic. 

Edward Hahn, a resident of Germantown, 
was arraigned before a jury in the City Court 
yesterday upon a charge of lunacy. He for- 
aerly lived in Covington, having removed to 
this city about one year ago. Until within the 
past nine days, witnesses testified, he had 
evinced nothing like insanity; but since then 
his symptoms have been alarming in the ex- 
treme. He has violent paroxysms, and 
when under their inffaence be- 
haves most savagely toward all 
who come in his way. Although he is not 
an inebriate, his insane affection is very similar 
to that produced by delirum tremens. He 
sees all sorts of devils and goblins, and rails at 
them madly and persistently. The jury sus- 
tained the charge, and the unfortunate German 
was ordered to the insane asylum at Lexington.

A joyous company of young people assem- 
bled at Masonic Temple last evening, on the 
oceasion of a select cotillon party, given 
under the auspices of the Crescent Club. 
Nothing in the least occurred to mar the hap- 
piness that beamed from every cye, and merry 
hearts chased the glow ing hours with fiying 
feet till the “‘wee sma’ hours were far ayant 
the twal’” and the gray streaks of dawn in 
terposed a veto.

Fully Three Thousand of Our Mechan- 
ies and Laborers Out of Employ- 
ment. 

There never has been a period in the exist- 
eace of Louisville when so many working- 
men were thrown upon their own resources as 
at this time. It is estimated, and doubtiess 
very correctly, that fully three thousand me- 
chanics and laborers of varions occupa- 
tions are now ‘unemployed. This is indeed a 
deplorable reality. It is ascribable altogether 
to the financial complications of the 
Government and the untold embarrass- 
mente growing out of them. These 
troubles have ramified all kinds 
of business, great and small, throughout the 
land. While the capitalist has been percept- 
ibly stunned, the dependent operative has suf- 
fered the most grinding oppression, and.tbis 
long-sustained distress has finally reacted 
upon the “bone and sinew’’ of the country, 
placing them in a situation that ehallenges the 
carnest sympathy of every true-hearted citi- 
zen. Iw this city the local causes of the 
sweeping disemployment of bands are the 
same as they are in other cities, we presume, 
By the suspension of brick making alone, in 
the latter part of October, at least fifteen hun- 
dred men were deprived of the means of sup- 
port, Since then the measurable reduction of 
the quota of employes in other manufactories 
and enterprises has swelled the number to fully 
three thousand. It is difficult to form an ade- 
quate conception of the ills thus entailed upon 
these working people. Many, perhaps a ma- 
jority of them, ere burdened with family re- 
sponeibilities, and their inability to meet those 
eares is something that no man can contem- 
plate unmoved. In spite of their impe- 
eunious apd unpromising status, to their 
honor, be it said, they have not so far des- 
paired as to fall into unmanly habits. It is 
worthy of record that few of them have fig- 
ured in the Police Court. This is a fact de- 
serving more than ordinary reflection, inas- 
much as human nature is notoriously weak, 
and the established precedent runs contrary to 
this example. By continued abstemiousticss 
and a careful retrenchment of expenses in 
other respects these unemployed men will at 
last, in all probability, overcome the pressure 
that crushes them; and, better still, they will 
have earned and won the confidence and sym- 
pathy of those able to befriend them in the 
future.

Two Days’ Doings 
in Richmond. 


THE GREAT R. R. CELEBRATION. 


Magnificent Receptions of the 
Excursionists. 


A GRAND GATHERING OF HOME FOLKS, 


Speeches and Banquets. 


Here and There Itemsand Incidents of 
the Excursion and the Celebratien. 


{Reported for the Courter-Journal.] 
RICHMOND 
is one of the oldest towns in Kentucky, having 
been founded as long ago as 1793, in the midst. of 
the famous biue grass region. The country 
around abounds tn valnable minerals of all kinds. 
Madison county ranks sixth in point of wealth tn 
our State, and has many extensive stock growers. 
The town of Richmond ts now a flourishing place, 
though for more than twenty years, and almost 
up to the time it was to be linked to the metropo- 
lis of our own State by rail, the spirit of internal 
improvement Was stagnant. A new era has now 
dawned, however. Richmond will now con- 
nect herself in every way with the outer worid. 
The town contains about 2,000 inhabitants and is 
rapidly growing. Strangers, merchants, citizens, 
and mechanics are filling up the place, and there 
isagreat demand for building lots, which are 
being supplied by land holders at reasonable 
rates. There are three well conducted hotels in 
the town, the Wells, the Central, and the Fraucis. 
THE RAILROAD. 

’ The preliminary surveys and: final location of 
the Richmond branch of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad were commenced May 15, 
1267, and were finished in the latter part of July 
of the same year. It cost $312,1%4. Its length 
from point of departure on the Knorville Branch 
to its terminus in the town of Richmond, is 33% 
miles. Its course is as follows: 

Beginning on the Knoxville Branch in the val- 
ley of Logan’s creek, 6,000 feet east of the station 
building In Stanford, and immediately east of the 
Logan’s creek bridge, the line, with a long 
sweeping curve to the left, turns down the yval- 
ley and follows it, keeping on the right bank of 
the creek for two and a half miles to Dick’s 
river. A bridge of two spans of 75 feet each. and 
35 feet above the bed of the stream, carries the 
line over Dick's river immediately above the 
mouth of Logan’s creek. A tongue of land be- 
tween the river and Glibert’s creek is then croas- 
ed in 3,600 feet; and also Gilbert's creek 
on a bridge 100 feet long and 17 feet high. The 
line then follows up the valley of the creek, 
keeping on its right bank for 4,400 feet to Thorn- 
ton Porter’s, where, with a long compound curve, 
it turns into and fellows up the valley of Turkey 
creek for 6,200 feet. The ascent to the ridge upon 
which Lancaster stands is then made tn 10,100 feet 
to the dwelling of Mrs. Elizabeth Myers. In mak- 
ing this ascent, a grade of 9 feet per mile for 
1,400 feet, and one of 7138-10 feet per mile for 
8,700 feet, are used. From the summit of the 
grade at Mrs. Myers’ the line is contiguous toand 
east of the Stanford and Lancaster turnpike for 
one half mile, until it enters the town of Lancas- 
ter, crossing the Crab Orchard turnpike near the 
town boundary. The distance to the Lancaster 
Station from point of depariure of the Knoxville 
Branch is 7% miles, The station is 157 feet higher 
than the point of departure and 567 feet bigher 
than the depot lot tn Louisville. 

The profile of the line above described shows 

graduation of the most moderate character, with 
a large amount of box and open culvert masonry 
and two bridges. The alignment shows a large 
percentage of curvature. The curves, however, 
seldom range as high as five degrees per hundred 
feet, and exceed that limit in but two Instances. 
The grades ere either level or range below thirty 
fet ;er mil’, except on the two miles of ascent 
f;0m tbe valley of Gilbert’screek to the Lancaster 
ridge. The road bed as far as Lancast-r was 
completed in the month of May. 
The line passes through the town of Lancaster 
on a curve 1,700 feet long, and turning to the 
right with a radius of 1,146 feet for the purpose of 
maintaining the crest of the ridge which it fol- 
lows for nearly three miles to Hyattsville, at the 
head spring of Doty’s branch of Back creek. It 
curves with the sinuosities of the ridge, and shows 
a profile with a level grade for 8,300 feet from the 
dwelling of Mrs. Elizabeth Myers to Station 460, 
and then with short undulating grades 
of 66 feet per mile for 11,000 feet. 
The earth and rock excavation between 
Lancaster aud Hyattsville is tn excess of the ay- 
erage per mile on the whole line, while there ts 
but a moderate amount of culvert and no bridge 
masonry. The Richmond turnpike ts crossed 
three times in the distance. 

From Hyattsville the line descends in two miles 
to Back creek, lying upon the gentle slopes of 
Doty’s branch, with moderate work, good align- 
ment, and with a descending grade of 78 feet per 
mile for 8,000 feet. Back creek fs 12 82-100 miles 
from point of departure from the Knoxville 
branch, and ts crossed on a bridge of 30 feet span 
and 15 feet high. .From Back creek the line, with 
a grade of 0034 feet per mile and with constant 
curvature, ascends to and passes through the 
ridge dividing Back creek from one of ita tribu- 
taries, Palmer’s branch. There is a tunnel 
through the ridge 486 feet long. It then descends 
by a spring branch to Palmer’s branch tn one 
mile, with a grade of 833 feet per mile, and 
again, with a grade of Yl4y feet per mile for 
4,000 feet, It ascends to and passes through 
the ridge at the head of Henderson's 
branch of Paint Lick creek. There is a 
tunnel through this ridge 759 feet long. The dits- 
tance to the bead of Henderson’s branch ts tifteen 
miles from point of departure on the Knoxyille 
Branch. From Back creek tothe head of Hender- 
son’s branch, two miles, there 1s the heaviest 
work onthe line. The cost of the road-bed was 
estimated at about $65,000. 

The course of the line is along the valley of 
Henderson's branch for 4% miles, keep! Rg on tts 
left bank, with work of the most moderate 
character, with wood alignment, and with low 
grades, except for 3,200 feet from the summit, 
where a descending grade of 79 2-10 feet.per 
mile is used. After passing through the village 
of Lowell, and crossing the creek ona bridge of 
two spans of 50 feet each and 13 feet high, 
the line passes in 2,000 feet overa low summit 
into the vailey of Paint Lick creek, and ascends 
the valley for 3,500 fect, when !t crosses Paint 
Lick on a brttige of two spans of 75 feet each and 
22 feet high, Immeciately in front of the dwelling 
of George Denny. Paint Lick creek is the divid- 
ing line between the counties of Garrard and 
Madison, and ts 18%; miles from the point of de- 
parture on the Knoxville Branch. The rail track 
onthe Patnt Lick bridge is 473% feet below the 
rai] track at the Junction with the Knoxville road 
and 2C5 feet below the track at the Lancaster sta- 
tion. 

Beyond Paint Lick creek, and %soparating its 
drainage from the drainage of Silver creek, 1s a 
bigh ridge, rising at its lowest summits nearly 200 
feet above the grade of the road on Paint Lick 
bridge. The crest of this ridge is but little over 
ene and a half miles in a direct line from Paint 
Lick creek, and is very broad. The approach to 
it has therefore to be made by way of Francis’s 
Bend, with the logs of half a mile of distance, in 
order to maintain the limit of grade and avoid a 
long and expensive tunnel atthe summit. The 

ine bas a level grade for 1,500 feet east of Paint 
Lick bridge, and then the ascent to the sidge at Mo- 
ren’s Summit by way of Francis’s branch is made 
in 10,200 feet, with a succession of curves, vary- 
ing from half a degree to six degrees per hun- 
dred feet, with short intervening tangents, and 
with a grade of 92 feet per mile tor 6,000 feet, a 
grade of 85 8-10 feet per mile for 3,200 feet, and 
one of €8 6-10 feet per mile for 1,000 feet. 

From Moren’s summit the line descends in 
9,000 feet, and with a grade of 92 feet per mile, 
by way of Adam’s branch to Silver creek, and 
then follows down Silver creek for one mile, 
keeping on its left bank to the crossing of that 
stream, about 1,000 feet above the bridge on the 
Richmond turnptke. The profile of the line along 
Silver creek shows a level grade. 

Silver creek is 23 62-100 miles from point of de- 
parture on the Knoxville branch. The bridge 
over it consists of two spans of 75 feet each, and 
is 17 feet above the bed ofthe stream. The track 
en this bridge is 11 feet higher than the track on 
Paint Lick bridge. Moren’s Summit is 2 feet 
lower than the Lancaster Station. 

After crossing Silver creek the line tmmediately 
encounters a high and sharp spur, situated in the 
fork of the creek and its tributary, Stone Lick 
creek. This spur ts pierced by a tunnel 138 feet 
long. Stone Lick is next crossed on a bridge 30 
feet long, and then the line follows up that 
creek and its head branches to the elevated 
plateau nearthe dwelling of St. Clair Watts, in 
86-10 miles, with very moderate work for the 
greater part of the distance, and with grades va- 
rying from 26 to 88 feet per mile. The curvature 
18 constant and sharp for one-half the distance, 
in order to bring the line in some conformity with 
the windings of the narrow valley of the creek. 
As the line approaches the summit, and where 
the steepest grades occur, the curvature is much 
softened, and long intervening tangents are In- 
troduced. Lhe elevation overcome between Silver 
creek and the summit near the dwelling of St. 
Clair Watts is 184 feet. 

The line tg uponahigh and broad table-land 
from which the drainage is tn every cirection. 
This plateau extends, by a very circuitous route, 
as far as the town of Richmond, which is situated 
op its northeastern slope. 

Upon the right of the line the water flows very 
gentiyand immediately into Silver creek, bu 
upon the left the drainage makes 
a rapid descent into Taylor's Fork of 
Silver creek by several prongs, forming deep and 
tortucus ravines, with bigh rocky ridges between 
them. This crainage of Taylor's Fork flows right 
across the direct route from the summit at Watts’ 
to Richr.ond, and would require ® succession of 
steep undulating graces, sharp curvature, and a 
very large expenditure for deep rock excavations, 
high embankments and Masenry. An attempt 
was wade to locate a line on the direct route, but 
it was abandoned on account of the difficulties 
above mentioned. The more circuitous but 
jeast expensive and most eligible route tn e ery 
reapect, except as to distance, was selected. 

As located, the line follows tbe ridge io a8 
direction nearly northeast for three and a qnar- 

ter miles, through the property of St. Clair Watts, 
Colonel John Duncan, Major Wm. Harris and John 

Harris to station 1,608, a few points east of 
south from Richmond. It then curves to the left 
for 3,800 feet, ande ontinues to follow the ridge in 
a general directton very nearly north to station 

1,706, when it desce 14s with a grade of 66 feet per 
mile for 4,400 feet to the depot lot tn Richmond, 
and terminates on the Big Hill turnpike, 3 
miles from point of beginning. 


The average elevation of the Richmoad ridge ts 


about the same as the Lancaster etatfon. The 
grade of the Richmond station ts 497 feet above 
the depot lot in Louisville. The ratl-track attains 
ite greatest elevation at the end of the 10th sac- 
tion, where it is 002 feet above the depot lot in 
Loutsville, and the highest ground passed over is 
at the same place, 617 feet above the same point. 

Of the entire length ef 346% miles, there are 
4 4-10 miles in Lincoln county, 44 miles tn Ger- 
rard county, and 14 ®-100 miles in Madison 
county. 

THE JUBILEE 
ever the completion of the Richmond branch, 
which took place at Richmond on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, was an event long to be remembered 
by all who took part in it. Madison eounty hos- 
pitality had never been 0 taxed, nor were ever 
guests treated in more princely style than the ex- 
cursionists who went to Richmond. The import- 
ance of this new branch railroad to Louisville 
and kentucky certainly Warranted a demonstra- 
tion like that which followed upon its completion. 
THE EXCURSION. 

In accordance with the programme, the long ex- 
cursion train left the Louisville depot at half past 
7 o’clock Tuesday morning, with two hundred 
and ten invited guests from this city aboard, 
among whom were many of Our most prominent 
business men, and citizens Of note. The Great 
Western Star Band was in the forward car, and 
rich strains of enlivening music fell upon the ear 
in strange accord With the Monotopous sound 
of the heavy wheels, which almost seemed to 
feel the great weigntthey bore, and to grumble 
at the unusual! burden thus summarily forced upon 
them. Fasterand faster sped the train, as the 
laboring locomotive gathered power, until Lou- 
isville was left far behind, and, forthe time, for- 
gotten in enticipations of Richmond, 140 miles 
away. 

MATTERS ABOARD. 

Though the cars were full, all the excursion- 
ists were made comfortable. Far different frem 
every day passengers, they were all “home- 
folks,’’ and laughed, and talked, and chatted ac- 
cordingly. Old men seemed young again, and 
the young were more than usually jovial., There 
were no bustling conduetors, with their sharp, 
business faces, to nudge and sing out for tickets, 
and if anybody's corns were trodden upon, or 
his clean trowsers muddied by neighboring 
boots, there was always a polite “Pardon me, 
sir.’’ Hats were lost overboard, and replaced, 
almost as soon as lost, with some sort of cohve- 
nient head-shelter, and every other attention 
that could possibly be expected. One very good- 
looking gentleman, in spectacles, who lost his 
hat, was made whole again by a cap which Major 
Compton presented him, and although he did not 
appear quite comfortable In the new gear, he was 
very grateful. 

Ne attention was paid to the rule of “No 
Smoking.’’ Every car, except the last, which 
was occupted by ladies, was by unanimous con- 
sent turned into asmoking-eoach, and the boys 


who sold cigars realized smali fortunes within 


an hour or two after leaving Louisville. Had the 
weather permitted the opening of the windows, 
the clouds that would have rolled out might have 
madean impression along the route that the 
whole train was on fire, and the engineer enjoy- 
ing the cqnsequent discomiiture of the helpless 
passengers. 

The road to Richmond, however, was a long 
one, and by-and-by what was at first luxurious 
riding became a bore, and long stops at sta- 
tions the occasion of more or less remark. As 
the excursionists sat straight up in their seats, 
grim and silent, so soon after the social chats and 
social smokes, the: lines of tall black beavers 
seemed to be ranged with peculiar precision, 
and, tf there is ever any language in hats, they 
certainly spoke a little of the uncomfertable 
regvignation of their owners. All this passed 
away, though, and, getting used to the thing, so- 
cial relations were again resumed from one end 
of the train to the other, and were kept up until 
the train arrived at its final destination. 

REFRESHMENTS. 

The refreshment car was as well the center of 
altraction as it was the center of the train, for 
many had Icft home without breakfasting, and 
needed no urging te bring them up. Lunch was 
served from 10 to 2 o’clock and was disposed of 
with high relish by the hungry excursionists. 
Generous wine flowed freely, too, and the pros- 
perity of the Louisville and Nashville raflroad 
and its Richmond branch were toasted again and 
again. 

PROVIDING FOR THE GUESTS. 

Albert Fink, Esq., the General Superintendent 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, himself 
passed through the cars and took the list of guests 
who had responded to the invitations, and made 
every possible arrangement for their aecommo- 
dation at Richmond. The task certainly was one 
which few would have cared to undertake) but 
the work was, we believe, carried out satisfactori- 
ly to all. 

AT LEBANON. 

Snow was falling when the excursion train 
arrived, but the flakes were very fine and dis- 
solved almost before touching the molst earth. 
This snow-storm, if {t may be dignified with that 
name, continued about one hour along the road, 
and excited a good deal of comment as being the 
first of the season. About fifty persons got aboard 
at Lebanon, and another car was added to the 
train. 

AT STANFORD, 
where the excursionists struck the newly fin- 
ished Richmond branch, another locomotive was 
brought into requisition, aud the train was made 
into two. Stanford 18 a handsome place, and%it has 
tbree churches, that may be seen from the

This ts another thriving business place, de- 
serving of further mention than we are able to 
give it just at ‘his time. 
“THE COUNTRY”

blily in places. There are many fine farms along 
the road, and just enough woodland to lend a pe- 
culiar beauty to the broad swells of ground that 
everywhere meet tbe eye. Three tunnels, eut in 
the solid rock, are passed through on the route to 
Richmond, and there are many picturesque spots 
among the hills through which the track winds, 
A SLIGHT MISUNDERSTANDING. 

‘The publication of the programme Of the excur- 
sion in the’ COURIER-JOURNAL seems to have led to 
asiight misunderstanding, which kept away a 
number of. guests who Lad been tuvited. The 
Rallroad Company announced that a return train 
would leave Richmond at6P.M. to conveyxback 
to Lebanon or other poluts such guests as might 
not desire to remain over night, or for whom 
proper accommedations might not be provided. 
This applied as well to Danville gueste as to any 
others, and in any case applied only to those who 
should desire to return; but It seems to have been 
misconstr®ed, and some bad feeling was the re- 
sult. To provide for so many people was no ordi- 
nary work, and some allowances should be made 


for the difficulties under which tie managers la- 


bored. 
A SENSATION IN THE RFAR CAR, 

The rear of the train, which took the lead on 
leaving Stanford, was a sleeping-coach, and was 
oceupied exclusively by ladies and their attend- 
ants. Asthe firsttrain was just merging from 
the darkness of one of the long tunnels, the loco- 
motive of the second train was discovered to be 
close upon the sleeping-coach, and a collision 
seemed inevitable. Several men who stood on 
the platform turned deathly pale at the sight, but 
the men on the approaching engine were prompt 
enough forthe danger. Brakes were whistled 
down, the locomotive was reyersed,and the dis- 
tance between the two trains was once more put 
atasafe length. One of the menwho were so 
frightened declared that when the rear locomo- 
tive was reversed, it was within ten feet of the 
sleeping-coich op the foiward train. Not more 
than half a dozen ofthe three hundred or more 
excursionists knew of the narrow escape which 
hed been made. 

PLEASANTRIES. 

In the same tunnel, while the darkness was 
most intense, saMmewag lighted a match in ths 
ladies’ car to see that all was right, while others 
kept up a smacking of Nps in an effort to create an 
alarm. All was well however, and no stariling 
discoveries were made. 

ARRIVAL AT RICHMOND. 

The trains did not arrive at Richmond until! five 
o'clock, two hours later than the guests had been 
expected. As the.cars moved intothe depot the 
excursiopists were enthusiastically greeted by 
hundreds of people who had gathered to receive 
them, and the Richmond Cornet Band, a very fine 
organization, uniformed in cadet gray, was play- 
ing on the platform. As s800n as the cars were 
emptied a welcoming speech was deltvered by 
William Chenault, Esq., Who spoke as folle :

The depot is 
half a mile from town, and immediately the road 
leading to the town proper was alive with hur- 
rving vehicles of all descriptions. Everybody be- 
ing a stranger to everybody, great difficulty was 
experienced in placing the guests properly, but 
this was soon overcome by the generous 
hospitality of the citizens of Richmond, 
who were zealous in searching out all who 
were seemingly unprovided for. There had 
been a heavy fall of rain at Richmond in the 
morning, and the bad weather had led many to 
helieve there would be a light delegation from 
Louisville; but every possible courtesy was shown 
their visitors, and every comfort afforded them 
that could possibly have been desired. Never 
have we seen more hearty hospitality than that 
of the people-of Richmond.
